14—The Canadians are still holding to the posi- 


tions they recaptured from the Germans Tuesday near Zillebeke, east 


of Ypres, although they have been heavily shelled by 


the Germans, 


according to an official communication issued at midnight. Since the 
Canadians won back their lost ground there have been no further in- 


fantry engagements in this region. 


“Last night (Tuesday) and today (Wednesday),’”’ says the offi- 
cial communication, ‘‘there have been no infantry actions. The posi- 
tions regained yesterday east of Ypres have been heavily shelled. 
During the day more prisoners were taken, chiefly wounded men, who 

were found during the clearing of the ground. The total number tak- 
en is three officers and 158 men of other ranks, 

„Our line from opposite Maricourt to the southeast of Carney 
and south of Neuville-St. Vaast, has been heavily shelled. We car- 
ried out a bombardment of the enemy’s trenches on various points of 
their line between Et. Eloi and Mosines. Last night the enemy blew 
up three mines in the region of Neuville-St. Vaast without damage. 
Today we blew up two camouflets near Cricourt, destroying hostile 


galleries.”’ 


Canadians Arc Pleased. 

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS, in 
France, June 14, via London.—The 
operations in the vicinity of Ypres 
have passed into a new, and, for the 
British, u most satisfactory stage. The 
Canadians yesterday re-took the 
greater part of the ground lost on 
June 2, including the Armagh Wood 
and Observatory Ridge and the British 
front line has returned to its original 
position. The German losses were 
large und the latest reports show 
about 160 prisoners including four of- 
ficers in British hands. 

The attack began ut 2 a.m., the 
ground was quickly gained and by 
noon the situation was comparatively 
quiet, The Germans apparently did 
not anticipate so speedy and deter- 
mined a counter attack and abundant 
evidence was found of the destructive 
effects of the British artillery fire, 
which had quite prevented them from 
properly consolidating the: position 
during occupation of the disputed 
round. 

Whether the British shall choose to 
hold the old line, now almost destroy: 
ed, cannot be said, but it seems an- 
sured that the option now rests with 
them. At any rate, the operation was

Most Unusual Weather. 

It was after two weeks of the most 
unseasonable cold, rainy weather 
known to the oldest inhabitants of 
this region, making the low ground 
around the Ypres salient a morash, 
that the Canadians charged in the 
midst of a downpour at 1:30 o'clock in 
the morning and, recovered Observa- 
tory Ridge and Mount Sorrel, import- 
ant high ground which was still held 
by the Germans after the first stage 
of the battle of Ypres on June 2-3. 80 
heavy and continuous had been the 
British artillery fire on the Germans, 
vainly trying to fortify Mount Sorrel 
during the ten days, that they were 
unable to remove the munitions and 
food stores left there.

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CITY LOSES 
APPEAL CASE 


Railway Has Prior Rights Over 
City at Peace and 
Athabasca

OTTAWA, June 14—In the supreme 
court judgments were rendered as fol- 
lows, in cases recently heard: 

City of dmonton vs. Calgary and 
Edmonton Railway Company—of the 
two questions submitted by the board 
of railway commissioners, the first 
was answered in the affirmative, thus 
making it unnecessary to answer tho 
second question. 

With regard to the city of Edmon- 
ton case, it is one arising out of the 
application of the city to the board of 
railway commissioners for the con- 
struction of a highway across the 
railway and yards of the Calgary and 
Edmonton Railway for the purpose of 
opening up Athabasca and Peace av- 
enues across the railway by means of 
nn overhead bridge or subway. 

In the hearing, the question arose of 
rriority of right of highway, whether 
it was held by the city or the railway, 
the issue at stake being the matter of 
costs, as the party which held priority 
of right would escape payment of 
coats in connection with any work 
carried out. The result was that two 
questions were submitted to the su- 
preme court, and the answering of the 
first question in the affirmative gives 
priority of right to the railway, the 
decision thus being In their fuvor. 

The two questions were: 

1. “Whether as a mutter of law the 
filing of the location plan by the rail- 
way company in the appropriate land 
titles oMtce (said plan having bean 
Culy approved by the board under the 
Trovisions of the act and carried into 
effect by the railway company), is 
sufficient and effective to establish the 
railway company’s seniority to the 
municipality at points where highways 
were not dedicated by plan or other- 
wise or actually used, constructed’ or 
accepted by the municipality at the 
time the location plan was so filed.” 

2. “If as a matter of jaw the muni- 
cipality had the right as against the 
railway to maintain highways at the 
points in question, was such right dis- 
charged by the statute of the Province 
of Alberta, 10 Edward VII, Chapter b, 
section 1, and the bylaw and agree- 
ment thereby validated and confirmed.

Merchantmen Suffer From 
Russ Submarines and

GERMAN AUXILIARY 
BLOWN UP BY CREW 


One Report Says Twelve 
Merchantmen Were 
Sunk

NYKOPING, Sweden, via London, 
June 14—Thirteen German merchant- 
men which were coming from the 
north, conveyed by an auxiliary crui- 
ser and some torpedo boats and urmed 
trawlers, were attacked early this 
morning at a point near Hevringe by 
a squadron of Russian destroyers, tor- 

do boats and submarines near the 

wedish Baltic coast. The German 
convoy was dispersed and the mer- 
chantmen fled toward the coast. 

It is reported that some of the ves- 
sels were sunk, 

Tells of Russian Victory. 

COPENHAGEN, via London, June 
14—Describing the tsaltic fight the 
Dagens Nyeder says that the Russian 

uadron won an important victory. 
The Ruasians had six destroyers and 
submarines and came at such speed 
that the Germans were taken comple- 
tely by surprise apd only fired one 
shot, then making for port in the ut- 
most haste. 

“It in believed,” says the paper, 
“that twelve merchantmen were sunk 
while a German armed trawler, which 
arrived at Nykoping, had 150 imen 
aboard from a German destroyer that 
had been sent to the bottom. The 
German auxiliary cruiser was the 
Konig Von Sachsen, which was also 
seen to sink, and it is supposed that 
all of her crew were drowned.”

5000 MORE MEN 
NEEDED IN ALTA. 


Brig.-Gen. Cruikshank Speaks at 
Monster Recruiting Meeting 
in Calgary

CALGARY, June 14.—That 56,000 
more men are expected from Alberta 
was the announcement made by Brig,- 
Gen, E. A. Cruikshank, G.O.C., muill- 
tary district No. 13, at a monster re- 
cruiting meeting held in Calgary. To 
help in securing these men, Brig.-Gen. 
Cruikshank announced that Rey. Dr.

Thirty thousand Alberta men are al- 
ready wearing khaki and three thou- 
sand more have been rejected as unfit 
for service.

(AN SHIPS Russian Offensive Shows 


No Let Up; Prisoners Now 
Number Over 121,000 


ans Are Being 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, June 14-~An advance of 
about twenty miles by the Russians, 
who have Czernowitz as the objective, 
is chronicied in the latest Russian of- 


ficial communication. Having previ- 
ously crossed the Dniester river and 
taken Horodenka and Zalesaczyki, the 
Russians haye now driven the enemy 
to the left bank of the river Pruth and 
captured the town of Sniatyn, which 
lies only twenty miles northwest of 
the Bukowina capital. 

Nowhere on the front from the Pri- 
ter river in Russia and through Ga- 
ola to Bukowina has there been any 
Cessation in the great Russian offen- 
sive. Along the entire line, According 
to the Russian war office, the Austro- 
Hungarians and Germans are being 
driven back and the Russians are still 
taking thousands of prisoners and 
capturing guns, machine guns and war 
1 In the eleven days’ drive 
1,780 officers and 120,000 men and 130 
guns and 260 machine guns have been 
captureo. 

On the lower end of the German line 
in Russia, to the north of Baranovichl, 
the Russlans evidently have anticl At- 
ed the proposed German offensive and 
taken the initiative into their own 
hands. Here, after violent artillery 
preparations, they seven times casay- 
ed to storm the German lines. Ber- 
lin says, however, that all their et- 
forts failed, and that they Were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses. 

Press Along Whole Front. 

PETROGRAD, June 14, via Lon- 
don—Russia's most remarkable op- 
eration of the war is being pressed vig- 
orously along the whole front in Vol- 
hynia and Bukowina. Having cut the 
railway communications of Czernowitz 
from the north, the Russians have 
carried the fighting for possession of 
that city into its very outskirts, Its 
fall is momentarily expected. 

At the same time the extreme right 
flank of General Brussiloff's forces is 
swinging out toward Kovel, another 
important railway junction controll- 
ing communication to Lemberg from 
the north. Southward of Kovel they 
have pushed a wedge westward to Tor- 
chin, in the direction of Viadimir-Vo- 
lynski. This piercing of the Austrian 
line placeg the right flank of Prince 
Leopold's army ifa precarious situa- 


At many intermediate points between 
the northern spa southern points of 
contact the Austrians are reported to 
be retreating so hastily that they are 
out of touch with the Russians, 

It is rumored that the Austrians are 
evacuating Lemberg. 

May Cut Off Austrian Wing. 

LONDON, June 15—A despatch to 
Reuter's Telegram company from Pet- 
rograd, dealing with the Russian ad- 
vance in East Galicia, says: 

“The Russians hold the Dniester be- 
tween the frontier and considerably 
westward of the confluence of the 
Stripa and the Dniester. After the 
capture of Zaleszcezyki and Horoden- 
ka, their next objective is Kolomea, 
three marches distant. Unless there 
is some unlikely change in the strate- 
gic position, only a prompt retreat will 
save the cutting off of the Austrian 
right wing. 

“There were small Russian losses in 
the forcing of the Dniester, owing to 
brilliantly skilfull tactics. This con- 
trasts strongly with the German losses 
in crossing the Narew and Baura riv- 
ers, It is stated that on no sector on 
the southern front has the enemy yet

LONDON, June 1K — The Daily Mall 
correspondent at Petrograd says: 
“The number of German officers in 
the Austrian army is proved in a 
curious way by the examination of 
prisoners. Among the men ten per 
cent, are German and among the offi- 
cers 20 per cent, 
“According to the best information 
obtainable, it does not appear that 
Germans are sending latge numbers 
of troops to the assistance of their al- 
lies, The estimate of four divisions, 
said to have been despatched from the 
region south of the Lida, is consider- 
ed exaggerated, 
“If true it shows that the Germans 
regard the position of the Austrians 
as desperate. Only once before have 
they sent them direct aid and then 
they sent troops to the Carpathians at 
a moment when the Austrians were 
very hard pressed. 
“How opeful General Brussilof 
feels about developing his initial vic- 
tory into a far greater triumph 1 
shown by a telegram he sent, thanking 
the union of Zemstvos for the con- 
gratulations. “He says: ‘Trusting in 
the help of God and relying on the 
strong and unwavering spirit of the 
troops and the support of the nation 
behind them, I firmly and confidently 
hope to gain such a success as will ut- 
terly crush the enemy.“ 


ARTILLERY ONLY

fighting age, or who is not physically 
fit, is unconsciously an ally of the en- 
emy and a traitor to his country.” 

This declaration of Mrs. Pankhurst, 
spoken to a crowded audience last 
night at the McDougall auditorium, 
called forth a hearty response of ap- 

lause by way of endorsement, show- 
ng that, however unpalatable they 
may appear to some, they were ap- 
preciates by the major portion of her 
earers.

“How 
to Win the War.“ In this respect Mra, 
Pankhurst lauded the mannet in 
which France, as a nation, had tackled 
the situation, and had, men and wo- 
men alike, thrown themselves whole- 
heartedly into the cause. As an illus- 
tration of the devotion which Inspires 
the whole nation, Mrs. Pankhurst 
quoted a conversation which took 

lace between herself and an old 

ench woman storekeeper, whose son 
had been drafted to help the Serbians. 
In answer to a remark that it was 
hard for the son to be taken to fight 
for another country, the Frenchwo- 
man answered: “We have to be faith- 
ful to our allies in this war; if not, we 
should be as bad as the Germans.” 


Must Have Complete Realization. 


Mrs. Pankhurst commenced her ad- 
dress by remarks which wero really 
the basig of the whole, when she said 
that the first thing essential to win- 
ning the war was complete realization, 
not only by statesmen, politicians and 
soldiers, but by every man, woman, 
and even by every child, of what the 
way really was, and what it meant, not 
only to the nation, but to the eivilisa - 
tion of the whole world, 

It was the realisation of the im- 


ortance of the war that Mrs. Pank- 

urst so particularly irapressed upon 
her audience, how to lose would mean 
the loss of freedom and honor for men 
and women alike, and the destruction 
of all Christian ideas. 

Addressing herself to different sec- 
tions of both sexes of all ages, Mrs. 
Pankhurst told them what they could 
do to win the war. 

To the young men she spoke as glv- 
en above, and added the remark to the 
men who thought that their business 
was too importunt to allow them to 
fight, that if all men had thought the 
same, they would not have any busi- 
ness, but they might be permitted to 
act as a servant, that is under German 
control, Mrs. Pankhurst said that it 
had been difficult to persuade men 
brought up in sedentary occupations to 
enlist, and in this connection she al- 
luded to the song, “I didn't raise my 
son to be a soldier." Continuing, she 
remarked, amid the applause of the 
audience, “I don't believe that any 
mother would prefer to rear her son 
to dress a window with women's un- 
derclothing or to teach other young 
men to knot neck-ties.” 

Join Home Defence, 

To men over fighting age, she urg- 

ed them to join the home defence or- 
anizations, to enlist in the “Old Boys’ 

igades.”” To the business men she 
asked them to follow the example of 
the men of France and our other al- 
lies, who had given up all to take their 
part in the fight. Of the women, while 
recognizing the great sacrifices that 
they had made, she demanded of them 
reuter sacrifives in the future, and 
to encourage and inspire the inen to 
action,

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WINNIPEG, June 14.—As was unl- 
versally expected tho Presbyterian 
church voted today to enter into or- 
ganic union with the Methodist and 
Congregational churches, the majority 
as was also universally expected, being 
overwhelniing. 

For the first time in many years the 
assembly voted us the roll wan called. 
each commissioner rising in his place 
and answering aye or nay. A news- 
paper record of the vote, which was 
not officially announced in the after- 
noon, showed 403 votes fur union anid 
92 votes against. The east voted four 
to one for unton und the wen five tu 
one for union, In the east the total 
for unton was 966, inet 63) In the 
west the total was 148 for union and 
30 against. The number absent or 
not voting was 117, 


No Demonstration, ‘ 


There was no demonstration of any 
kind when the final dectsion was 
reached, It was thought that the op- 
ponents of union might leave the as- 
sembly in a body and that if this was 
not dono that some other action of a 
sensational character might be car- 
ried out. There was, however, noth- 
ing in evidence to indicate that the 
vote was anything out of the ordinary. 

Prior to the final vote on union 
there was an interesting moment when 
an amendment submitted by esident 
Falconer, of the University of "Toronto 
was presented. The difference betwoen 
the main motion on union and that 
presented by President Falconer was 
so slight that at the close of the bes- 
sion, when all was over, few of the 
commissioners were able to explain in 
what it lay. Rev. Dr. W. J. Clark, 
chairman of the union committes, 
stated in tho assembly, that it was not 
of much _ importante which went 
through. The r were not 
taking any chances, however, and de- 
cided in favor of the maln motion, re- 
warding which there was no possibility 
of doubt. 

Hon. W. R. Motherwell submitted 
an amendment asking that the date at 
which union should be consummated 
should be definitely fixed. 

After some heated discussion with 
reference to the relovency of Mr. Mo- 
therwell's amendments, the moderat- 
or ruled that this be laid over until Dr. 
Clark had spoken on the main motion, 
namely, the report of the vnion com- 
mittee, Dr. Clark then eke, after 
which a vote was taken oh the Moth- 
erwell amendment and was lost by u 
large majority.

The Minister of Finance advises 


to support Hughes so long as} ihe farmers to produce more. The 


advice is good; but the Minister of 
lin ane is not paid to give advice, 
He has a more serious responsi: 
Lility. Increased production is only 
possible if it is profitable, It is the 
business of the Finance Minister of 
Canada to so adjust the collection 
and disbursement of the national 
revenues as to make possible rea- 
sonable profits on production, This 
can be done by lessening the cost 
of production on the one hand, or 
by securing un increased selling 
price on the other, Since the 
Minister of Minanee took office he 
has by heavier customs duties and 
by new direct taxes practically 
doubled the rate of taxation on 
the Canadian people. The West- 
ern farmer bears more than his 
fair share of these increases—as 
for instance the recent inerease in 
the duty on apples. Aimed spe- 
cifieally and direetly to inerease 
his cost of living, and, therefore, 
his cost of labor and production. 
On the selling side the Minister of 
Finance and his colleagues refuse 
to allow the farmer access to the 
United States market kor his 
wheat, where the prices of wheat, 
such as his averages, higher by 
from five to ten cents a bushel the 
year round, They refuse to allow 
the allied governments to buy his 
horses. From time to time they 
prohibit the export of his wool, 
hay and other products. The 
Minister of Finanee can do far 
better than give advice, He ean 
reduce the cost of production by 
reducing taxation, and he can in- 
crease the sale price by opening 
every possible market to the 
farmer’s product. Af he does that 
his advice will not be needed, As 
long as he refuses to do it his ad- 
vice is not wanted, 


Immizration.

Newspapers and public speakers 
claim that immigration will increase 
to an alarming extent at the close of 
the European war. 

We are more inelined to believe that 
conditions in Hurope will be such 
when the war is over that every man 
able and willing to work may do so, 

Wars destroy human life and pro- 
perty but cannot destroy natural op- 
portunities. There is an abundance 
of natural opportunity in Europe and 
all that is needed is to throw it open 
to labor, 

War may cause some to emigrate, 
but the “al cause of immigration is 
landlordism and capitalism, backed up 
by militarism. The good old earth 
is able to sustain us all if giveh a fair 
chance to do so, 

Thomas Davis knew the cause of 
immigration. It is all expressed in 
the following lines: 

“The land that I fly from is fickle and 
fair, 


an that I seek or lookfor is there. 


But | must not taste the good things 
that I see, 

There is nothing but rags and green 
rushes for me.” 


The principle of free immigration is 
right. The principle of free trade is 
right, but economic determinism gov- 
erns all our acts and theories, 

The capitalists of the United States 
helieve in free immigration because 
they can buy labor cheap, They be- 
lieve in high tariffs on all they have to 
sell and in free trade in all they have 
to buy. 


The union man believes, more or 
less, in restricting imm ition, be— 
cause the emigrant comes to take his 


job at less pay, thereby lowering the 
standard of living. No one can justly 
blame him for that,

J. J. M. JANSSEN _IS 
SENT UP FOR TRIAL 


He Is Charged With Furious Driv- 
ing, Occasioning Body 
Harm 


John M. Janssen, arraigned for trial 
in the city police court yesterday at- 
ternoon, charged with furious driving 
of an auto thereby occasioning bodily 
harm, after a lengthy hearing of the 
case, and the taking of testimony 
from numerous witnesses of accident 
which resulted in the death of Julius 
Valpey, was committed for trial, by 
Magistrate Primrose.

Father B Action Against

The body was ex- 
pir'ned ty the coroner, who stated 
that death was due to alcoholic ex- 
cess, causing heart failure.
